I thought 
that the climax of a ])oliceinan'a audacity, 
and refused to sulmiii lu arroat.

They bowled along merrily for some 
distance oiitMid* of Nortiiwest Harbor. As 
the team was carefully deaoending a steep 
hill almoat in fh>ntof th* aattage of i'resi- 
dent Eliot, of Harvard OallaM tbo king- 
Dolt auddenW aaappad. aad w» long aah 
apring-board wbloa foma ih* bady of th* 
th* wagon ahot forward «poa the 
borae** lege.

The driver was ao 
badly hurt that he was unable to move, und 
Miss Lewis xvnu the only one not seriously 
hurt. Miss Mabel Case died of dislocation 
of the neck almost immediately. Her 
body and th* iajnr*d w*r* Uk*n to Pr«ei- 
dent £lliot'a realdtoo* and every attention 
waa abown.

Nathan & ('o.'s circus in Porisniouth, near 
here, waa one of the motti thrilling scenea 
af d<r.<iruetion by Ar* *v*r witn*a**d hi 
this vicinity. 

Between four thousand and five thousand 
"men, women and ehildr*n attanded the 
show. .\fier the performance had com- 
menced tbe wind began to blow ijuite 
heavily, eauai^g eoaaidarabla BioT*a*at of 
the canvaaa. The crowd, however, re- 
mained quiet, although tbey watched at- 
tentively a large rent that bad been made 
in the canvas by the wind, aud which 
wns momentarily growtalg lan«V, th* aan- 
vas beiug very old. 

A horse was brought on for tha use of 
one of tb^ bareback performers, and his 
rider mounted him and alteinpicd to go on 
with his part of the performance, but the 
horse seemed to be aware of the impending 
danger aad rafoaad U> atay ia th* liag. It 
waa at thia Junetar* that th* wbid atrurk 
the tent with great violence, (earing the 
canvaa ftrom the centre pole to the curtain 
and caiiaing many of the poles to fall. 
The crowd then became panic strickeu and 
began lo rush for th* aatranoo in a wild 
endeavor lo escape. i 

Si ion the cry of "Fire!" was heard shove 
the screams of women anil children and 
the shouts of men, and the panic atrlcken 
crowd became perfectly delirious with 
terror. The oil lamp* in th* ring bad set 
the eanvaa o« Ire, and It wa* burning 
furioualy, but tha deluge of rata *om- 
menc*d foiling and it extlnguiahed th* 
flamea after the tent was about half de- 
stroyed. Wiimeii Riiil children were knocked 
down ami run over, fathers and mothers 
were Hfparalcd from their children and ran 
about in every direction, eallingon all they 
met to aid them in finding their lost oi^es. 
A few men only proved equal to the occa- 
aioa, and atood bravely lighting the flamea 
and aasiating the woaaa aad ohildren out 
fW)m among th* d*briB *itb*r by t*arhig or 
cutting tha eaavaa. 

To add to th* diflUaltl** cf aaoaping all 
who emerged on th* ^id* of th* tent were 
suddenly precipitated into a ditch about 
Ave feet deep, fully grown up with briars. 
Here the ladies, shildren and men were 
piled in inextricable confusion, and the 
females were almost denuded of clothing. 
To add to the terror all tha f\re bells com- 
menced to ring and the steam whistles to 
signal alarms, throwing the city into great 
excitement and turning out the whole popu- 
lation. A great many people war* badly 
hurt aad haid llmha brokan, but bo ob* wa* 
kilM aatrlgkl.
